Remarks 

1 . The present Office Action is based upon tine Applicant's amendment filed on Oct. 
27, 2009. Claims 1-13 are now allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior arts of the record fail to suggest, disclose or teach 
individually or in combination to render obvious (in view of the Applicant's Remarks and 
Amendment) that "wherein said transmitting and receiving electrode is continuously 
provided on a bottom and a side of an external wall surface of said insulating case, so 
that said transmitting and receiving electrode is adapted to allow said electric field 
transmission medium to closely approach the bottom and the side" and "wherein said 
transmitting and receiving electrode prevents said electric field transmission medium 
from being electrically coupled to said ground electrode." 

Regarding claim 5, the prior arts of the record fail to suggest, disclose or teach 
individually or in combination to render obvious (in view of the Applicant's Remarks and 
Amendment) that "wherein said transmitting electrode is continuously provided on a 
bottom and a side of an external wall surface of said insulating case, so that said 
transmitting electrode is adapted to allow said electric field transmission medium to 
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closely approach the bottom and the side" and "wherein said transmitting and receiving 
electrode prevents said electric field transmission medium from being electrically 
coupled to said ground electrode." 

Regarding claim 12, the prior arts of the record fail to suggest, disclose or teach 
individually or in combination to render obvious (in view of the Applicant's Remarks and 
Amendment) that "wherein said transmitting electrode is continuously provided on a 
bottom and a side of an external wall surface of said insulating case, so that said 
transmitting electrode is adapted to allow said electric field transmission medium to 
closely approach the bottom and the side" and "wherein said receiving electrode 
prevents said electric field transmission medium from being electrically coupled to said 
ground electrode." 

Regarding claim 13, the prior arts of the record fail to suggest, disclose or teach 
individually or in combination to render obvious (in view of the Applicant's Remarks and 
Amendment) that "wherein said receiving electrode is continuously provided on a 

bottom and a side of an external wall surface of said insulating case, so that said 
receiving electrode is adapted to allow said electric field transmission medium to closely 
approach the bottom and the side" and "wherein said receiving electrode prevents said 
electric field transmission medium from being electrically coupled to said ground 
electrode." 
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Therefore, claims 1, 5, 12 and 13 are considered novel and non-obvious, and 
allowed.
